Mr Sanders presented the report of the Tennessee Canal Commissioner, 
which is as follows: : 
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To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Alabama, 

The Commissioners appoioted pursuant to “an act to appoint Canat Commissioners 
for the improvement of the navigation of the Tennessee river, aud fur other purposes,” 
passed 15th Janoary 1830, in obedience to.a provision of that act, respecifully submit 
the following Report: 3 . i 

That they convened at Courtland, Lawrence county, on the notification of Messrs. 
Lane and Ormond, on the 25tb February 1830, and organized the Board by the 
appointment of Nicholas Davis Presideijt, and Joby-Boafdman Secretary. 

Duly impressed with the magnitude and impoftance of the duties assigned them, 
and sensible of the inexperience of the members i) such undertakings, the Comins- 
sioners resolved to send an agent to visit thuse States which had been engaged in 
Canalling and other publie works for improving the navigation of rivers, to obtain 
such information as would enable this Board to prosecute the work to adyantage, and 
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p orm acquaintance with such Engineers as it might be necessary, and expedient to 
ples; and to make representations to contractors aud others, respecting the situa- 
„pof the counti y, explain the nature of the work about to be undbriaken, the facili- 
is {OF procuring materials, supplies, &e, for the prosecution of this work. In pur- 
ave of that resolution, the President I the Board on Fih varch last, appointed 
aial Willain 1.. Adair, one of the members of this Board, the agent to perium 
e bose mentioned duties, who accepted the appointment, and shortly afterwards 
yned upon his mission. i ; 
No Report from the Engineer Department of the United States, of the plan of im- 
ping the Tennessee river, having been received, the President ordered General 
hije to proceed by way of Washington City, and endeavonr to obtain the report from 
he Board of Internal Impragement. 

During the absence of Geieral Adair (about 20th May last) Lieutenant Dumeste, 
the United States Topographical Engineers, arrived in Alabanja, with the report _ 
tube plan of improving une part of the Tennessee lriver between Florence and Was 
abos upon the receipt of which the President donvened the Board at Atheas on 
jh May last. By reference to the report which is hereto appended (marked A) it 
ill appear to be an elaborate and scientific production, and in every respect entitled 
phe profound defference of this Board. The plan projected by the United States 
ygiteers, contemplates the imprayement of the channel of the river, by dragping 
n blasting its bottom, and the erection of walls and wing dams, | when necessary to- 
ainthe requisite depth for steam boat navigation at low water. , 
The time for commencing this work, limited by the act of Congress, granting cer- 
inlands to the State for this improvement, had already expired before, the above 
eport was presented to the Board. Another act was passed on the 24th of April 
ai, extending the time to the first of December next, with the requisittons of which 
a it then became an object of intense solicitude literally to comply, that so munifi- 
pa donation should not be sufferèd'to revert by reason of any neglect of duty on 
ke part of the Commissioners. One af the provisions of the aboye recited act of As- 
embly, directing the manner of prosecuting the work, 1+ quires that advertisements in- 
iting proposals from contractors, shall be published 41 least ninety. days in sardry 
ewspapers in other States, before any pmt ot the line of improvement conld be put 
ùler contract ; or, in other words, before such a comnericemratjof ti work cola be 
ade as would comply with the terms of the grant. The sphitland intention of ihe 
aw which requires advertisements to be published abroad, ferh only be obseryed 
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j affording such a length of time for commencing the work, after Jetiing the gontracts, 
svould enable successful competitors from a distance to retara home, make the ne- 
esary preparations, and bring on the necessary force and machinery, previous to 
he Ist of December. According to those views, the letting doula not be delayed 
vond the 20th of September 3 and that would allow bat a scanty pittance of time to 
mractors from other States tp make the necessary arrange mints for commencing 
erations as contemplated by act of Congress. The short length of time allowed 
eween 25th May and ist December fur advertising, letting Shi the wark, and pre- 
ating to commence such important and difficult undertakixgs, jplaced the Commis- 
joners in an unpleasant dilemma, for the want of an expérience Engineer to survey 
he line of in provement, divide the work into snitable sections, and estimate the 
ost of each, Uli tothe letting. Alrhongh the Commissioners had a manuscript 
ony of the plan of improvement, then for the first time laid befpre them, which they 
onsidered obligatory upon them, and although it exhibited minute and detailed ope- 
awns to be performed at the different points of obstruction, vet it was manifestly so 
Matcurate in the estimates of cost, and in other esate so incomplete, that it did 
olin the least contribute to obviate the embarrassment which the-Commissicners 
hen experienced. In this emergency the Commissioners deemed themselves fortu- 
ate in being enabled to obtain the services of Lientenant Dumesté, who was highly 
ecommended to them as an Engineer, and who had received the express permission 
ftlie President of the United-States to enter into the service ofthe State if the Coma 
issloners should desire himw'to take charge of this work. He had previously been 
tached fo the corps detailed for making the surveys and examinations of Tennessee - 
yer, and was presumed fo be better acquainted than a stranger with the views of | 
= - | 
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the United States Board of Internal Improvement, in respect to the plan ; and hej, 
animated with a sincere desire cordially to reciprocate the courtesy of the Gepe 
Government, whose bounty had fornished the means of prosecuting the work, th 
Commissioness unanimously concaned in appointing him (provisionally).their Engi 
neer, This appointment was conferred on 26th May last, in the absence of Gene, 
Adair, from whom the Board had received no information as to the prespect of g 
taining an Engineer. In fact, it afterwards appeared that no civil Engineer of sup 
cient eminence to superintend this difficult work. could be procured in season to gy 
vey the line of improvement and -prepare it for letting out, aff those possessing jf 
requisite qualifications, with whom Gereral Adair became acquainted, being alread 
engaged for the season, on the numercus publie works which are now going on} 
other States. 

Immediately afier conferring the appointment upon Lieutenant Dumeste, i 
Board passed a resolution, directing him to proceed with as little delay as practicalh 
to make such surveys and examinations of the Tennessee river below Florence ash 
should deem necessary, to enable this Board ta let the said work to contract, ang q 
prepare plans, and defis, and estimates of the proposed improvements, and estimi 
of the probable cost of each particular part, and a m'nute and aecurate deseriptio 
thereof. Aud at the same time the Board directed an advertisement to be publish 
according to act of Assembly, inviting proposals fiom contractors to be received 
20th September last. Having no‘other data than those contained in the above ma 
tioned report, and oot bavisg time for further examinations and surveys, the Boardd 
termined to advertise all the work, according to the estimates therein contained, 

Ata meetisg of the Board on the 20th August last, all the members being preset 
the provisional appointment of Lieutenant Dameste was coufirmed by the Board, u 
his salary fixed at the rate of three thousand dollars per annum, to continue duri 
the pleasure of the Board. The Board also appointed R. P. Baker superintend ntd 
Masonry, with a salary at the rate of one thousand dollars per annum, to comment 
fiom the time his services will be required, and to continue during the pleasure of ta 
Board; aud, in the meantime employed him to accompany the Engineer in his surve 
and assist in making the es‘imates, &e preparatory to letting the contracts. 

On the 20ih Sepiember the Board met at ‘Fuscumbia, and were gratified to bd 
that their invitation to contractors had attracted the attention of a considerable su 
ber of enterprising individuals and associations fiom distant States, the most of wha 
had been engaged in canalling, and had acquired in that line of business a fig 
character for skill and fidelity. Some of our own citizens also were disposed toad 
venture in this novel undertaking 5 and it became evident there would be a sharpcon 
petition for the work ; , 

The Engineer presented to the Board four small maps exhibiting his location ofth 
sections on the fine of improvement, together with an estimate (see appendix B.) o 
the distiibution on work and the cost of each section 3 and being present, gavellt 
Board many verbal explanations respecting -the different obstructions, ‘the plan 
overcoming them, &c. &c. The Boaid, however, determined not to decide up 
proposals without first making a personal examination of the line of improvemel 
accordingly Messrs Lane, Craig..and Adair, accompanied by the Engineer, wl 
upon the river, and made such aain and received such explanations as enabled 
them to judge with some degree of accuracy of the reasonableness of the propos 

apon which they were then about to act. The description of the works about tott 
andertaken is of that difficult nature, attended with so much oncertamty, and subjet 
to be interrupted in the prosecution by so’ many unforeseen contingencies, that tH 
most experienced contractors differed very widely from each other in estimating tt 
fair value. In prescribing the forms of proposals fur dragging and blasting, it "ë 
deemed advisable that contractors should propose to insure a specified depth aot 
width of water on the bars, by excavating the chanuel of whatever substance migi 
interpose, taking opon themselves the risk of encountering loose or solid material 
“limestone or flint rock. The Engineer of this Board, however, in making his estimetts 
for the information of the Board, of quantity of dragging and blasting, and the cost? 
those operadons, calculated each. separately by the cubic yard. 

For another description of work, viz. the construction of the walls and wing dam 
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so estimates of ‘the Engineer‘ of this Board and the bids of contra A were both by 
cubic. yard, thereby enabling the Commissiavers tomake a sort pi comparison bee 
en them, and to form some opinion of the reasonable value of th work, according 
ihe estimates of the Engineer. For this part of the work. there were no bids sa 
gasthe estimate; the lowest received exceeded it in the aggregate, for he constrace 
pof 22,900 cubic-yards of roek: masonry $1,890 The lowest bid for dragging and 
sing was less than the Engineers estimate, $2,942, so that the most favorable 
is for performing the whole work of both descriptions fell short of the estimate 
1052. —After a careful examination and comparison‘ef the-numerous proposals Tes ` 
jed, the Commissioners, with the advice of the Engineer, deter ined on the 25th 
/September to accept the proposals of Messrs Drum, Elder & Co. of Pennsylvania, 
y the digging and blasting, lon the whole line, and that of Messrs Graves, Carathers 
Co, of Ohio, for the construction of all the requisite dams. Copies of these. contracts 
e hereto appended, marked C. By the terms of the first mentioned coniractfs. the 
piractors obligate themselves tu excavate a channel, by deei and blasting 120 
tin width and three feetin depth, atthe lowest stage of water, bn the entire length 
(ihe obstructions at Tuscumbia and Big Buck Shoals. And to excavate in the same. 
umez, of the same width, and 2 1-2 feet indepth, at Colbert’s atid Brush Ran Island 
als, and. Bee Pree Island Shoals, for the gross sum of forty-two thousand three hun- 
ed dollars, the ‘work to be commenced in sixty days from the date of the contract, 
alto be finished in two yeara,. The low water mark, as ascertained by the Engineer 
the 15th September 1830, to be the best for determining on the performance of 
contract, at-which time it may be observed, the river was atan unusually low stage 
water. By this contract, the depth of water at all places on the line of improves 
ent, will not be.so great as is contemplated by the United States Engineers, for it 
„impracticable, on account of the uncertainty of the materials tp be encountered at 
meof the points, to make z contract to obtain a greater depth by dragging and 
Naliig, at any thing like a reasonable price. Proposals were, however, received for 
curing a greater depth in those places; but the sums demanded were so dispropor= 
jnateto the advantage to be derived, thaf the Commissioners did not hesitate to ree 
glthem; preferring ather, if it should hereafter be deemed expedient to obtain a 
eater depth than three feet at the lowest stage, to resort to additional dams, 
At will be observed fhat at two of the obstructions, viz + "Toscumbia and, Big Bock 
Sols, the contract is to excavate to thé depth of three feet, and at the others, vizs 
dbert’s and Brush Run Island Shoals, and Bee Tree Island Shpals, only two anda 
niffeet. The Commissioners believe that at those latter paints. the additional depths 
uk be more economically obtained by meaus of dams than by further blasting the 
bitom of the channel. The estimates of the Engineer are for å sufficient height -of 
kms to increase the depth, after the-effect of the dragging and blasting is ascertained, 
ftom one to twa feet. © So that if 2 1-2 feet at the shallowest’ places are -obfained by. 
Hefirst process, from 3 1-2 to 4 1-2 feet will be obtained when completed... It is ta 
esemarked, that by the great expansion of water at Cotbert’s (Shoals, arise in the 
iver, which affords good navigation for large steamboats at-other places, will not furs 
bish a corresponding depth at this point.

eent below that givin on any of the poblic works in other States under the mosti favore 
ble circumstances, for the simplest constivetion of dams. The estimate made'by tle 
Engineer of this Board for the masonry is from $2 50, the lowest to $3 10, the high 
est per cubie‘vard. These dams aie projected by the Engineer of this Board upon:

The Commissioners freely confess their utter inability to conjecture the sourced 
information or the-data obtained by the Board of Internal Improvement, on whic 
they founded: the above estimate.

The disparity between the estimates of the Board of Internal Improvement and the 
contract price for the dragging and blasting, is still greater. For example, the Bord 
estimated the whole cost of dragging and blasting the channel through ‘the abstruc- 
‘tions at Tuscumbia and Big Buck Shoals, at the sum of $387 while the mest favorable 
bids for those portions of the work amount to $15,000, aud the highest exceeds $32,

Cherished, fattened, and 
its powers enlarged by the constant deposite of all the revenue of the Dnited States, 
the possession aunually of more than twenty inillions of dollars added to the capital 
this institution, with its branches or arms extended over and through every State in 
the Union, must give a power under certain diiections, over our State institugions, not 
wly unfriendly to theii healthy existence, but our State sovereignty itself. Of its 
rapcity for crippling, nay, for crushing our State institutions, of a similar kind, we 
havehad sufficient proof. Whatever may be its imposing claims of a beneficial king, 
weonly its branches, but the parent bank, have fully exhibitited tothe cougtry that 
it possesses every quality of similar monied institutions, with a power far beyond 
my, ory indeed, all of them, of doing evil.

And by tbe fourth ar 
ticle of the treaty, as has already bern shown accepted of the country upon which 
they now reside, to be used by thim as hunting grounds; the Governmen: clearly inde 
cating by the cautious language in which thts article is couched, that they did not intend 
fo convey to the Cherokees anything more than the mre right to occupy the lacdsm 
ihe manner and for the purp.ases specifi: d so the grant. The committee have vigilanlly 
éxa-.ined all the other treatics. made with the Cherokee tribe, and have been una. I to 
find any clanse in either of them convesing ‘to the Cherokees a hizher title to the lad. 
uson which they live, than that contained in the treaty of Hopewell; indeed, they all 
re ef back and tave relstion to that treary, The subsequent treaties are so many ces 
sions of the country allotted to them by the fourth article of the trexts of Hopewell, 
for hunts g grounds. ‘The consideration of each subsequent treaty.is ex; ressed to be 
so much money. me:chond:se, &e consequently precludes the idea that the Indians 
sup;.osed. that by making these cess-ans they were acqniing a higher or better fitle to 
the remainder ot the lands in their possession. “So far from this, they brund themselves 
not {o attempt to convey such title as they had to any one except the United States 
Tt is true, that the United States. in mest of the treaties. guaranteed to the Indian 
the reaceable possession of the lands remaining in their occupancs ; but can st be urged 
with the least plausibility, that these guarantees, made by the Government, vest in lig 
Cherokees a ‘ee simole tile in the lands. For a correct and practical! construction o 
the guarantees, we mus! refer back to. the original grant, which we have seen was? 
right on the pat of the Indians to u-e a certain tract of country as hunting grounds. 
Then the guarantees mace by the United States to the Indians, in the treaties above al 
luded to, cannot be construed as conferring a better title than the Indians aiready bad 
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the treaty of Hopewell. and to which ali other treaties refer. To render ourselves 
pore intelligible, A, who has a fee simple title in a tr ct of las d, and conveys it to B for 
jwenty years. and subsequebtly to the conveyance, A purch ed of B a part of the tragt 
of land thus conveyed, Jor the sum pf one hund-ed dollars, and then guaranhte-stv B the

Fach State wag a distinct sovereignty 5 
and had they sochusen, might have continued. ` Hed the Union not taken place, no doubt 
can existjbut that each State would have retained to herself the ownership of the soil 
within its respective bounds. The confederation did not take place until °77; and no 
powers were then conferred except those expressly delegated. | The object in forming 
the confederacy, was for the pur; oses of the common detence ; and every power necessa - 
ry for that object was given. But these powers were not left to conjecture. It wag ex- 
pressly declared, that nò pawérs were given but thoze expressly named, -Your commit- 
tee lovk in vain among those delegations of power, for the article which conveys to the 
General Government the right of soil; but they confess their search has been fruitless. 
No such right is ceded; and the right of the Government cap bg supported oo no other 
ground than the exercise fur a fuw yexts of the tight claimed, hich, in the opinion of 
your committee, is a ground that ajustand magnanimous government would not rely upon. 

The idea of sovercignty forbids the suppositizn that the General Goverment could 
be owners of the soil. The right of soil and jurisdiction are too intimately connected to 
be separated. Without the right of soil no Stale can be sovereign. To be sovereign, 
means the right of acting without restriction, to have puedes power oyer every thing 
Within the territory chimed. To provide for the citizens of the/country, and adopt mea- 
sures for the improvement of it, is not only the province, but the duty ofa sovereign, To 
the State of Alabama, in her sovereign character, does the citizen look for protection. 
and an advancement of his eondsion, On the State depends¥ts pwa future improvement, 
But how cas that imp:ovement tak#place, in what manner canjthe condition of the citi- 
Zens be benefilied, while Congress claims the right of disposing of the public lands? Our 
State is one purely agricaliural, aad in the land her wealth confists. The settling of the 
waste lands 1s a desirable object ; and under the direction of the State, that object could 
a000 be accomplished. It is not ‘only good policy, but a law ofi nature, that man should 
have the earth to till, and on as easy terms as possible. A sovereign acting on these 

` principles, would divide out the public lands so as to ensure its speedy and dense popula- 
tion, The State of Alabama acting in good faith to its citizens, weuld so do; but iè pre- 
f í 25 ` ; 
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tonsideration, and have instructed me to report, that they have bestowed upon the sub- 
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vented by amore sovereign sovereign!! To admit the right in the General Govern- 
ment, 1s also to admit that the public lands might, for all time to Come, continue waste; 
and that Congress has the power to cripple a sovereign State, in all its attempts at im., 
provement. Suppose Congress should refuse ever to sell any more of the public lands, 
or even to permit its settlement, would not the State be materially injured? and would 
not the extraordinary fact be preseated, of one sovereign controlled in his empire by ano. 
ther sovereign, and each claiming to be independent? By no principle of the law of na. 
tions, as laid down in Vattel, can a State be said to be sovereign, which bas nof the two 
attributes of soil and jurisdiction; and if the General Government bas the right of soil in 
the State of Alabama, so far from being a free, sovereign, and independent State, she is 
in mere colonial dependence on the government. : 

That neither Congress nor the thirteen old States regarded the crown lands as passin 
to the government, by the treaty of peace in’83, is evident. from the recommendations of 
Congress to the States in relation to those lands, and the cession by States, and accep. 
tances by Congress of them. The cession by Virginia of the northwestern teritory ; by 
N. Carolina, of Tennessee; and by Georgia, of all her territory from the Chattahoochie 
to the Mississippi rivers, furnishes to your committee conclusive testimony that Congres 
regarded the right of soil as ia the States, and that the States themselves never regarded 
it in any other light. And this brings them to the consideration of the cession made b 
Georgia in 1802. i i 

The inducement to the cession should first be inquired into. so as to arrive ata corredt 
understanding of the agreement itself. The vast extent of country inhabited by savages 
extending to the river Mississippi. owned by the State of Georgia: admonished that State 
that its formation into distinct sovereignties could not be effecied without the agency of 
the General Government. Congress could not form a new State of the territory, with- 
out the consent of Georgia; and Georgia could not form and admit a State into the Union, 
The Indian title to the soil could also not be destroyed, except by treaty; and tle treaty. 
making power bad by common consent been vested in the government; hence the neces- 
sity of a cession by Georgia to the United States. The terms of the agreement secured 
to Georgia a sufficient pecuniary compensation, and the gieat advantages to be derived | 
from the formation of new States were no less moving inducements. In the act of ces- 
sion, Georgia did not Jeave the General Government {ice to form a new State of the ced- 
ed territory, on the terms she might think proper; but by the 5th section of the 18th ar- 
ticle of the articles of agreement, expressly stipulated, that when the territory should . 
have sixty thousand free inhabitants jt should be admitted ioto the Unioo npon the same 
footing with the thirteen old States. The act for the admission of Alabama into the Union, 
declares it to be upon the same footing with the old States. But your committee find 
that particular concessions were required as prerequisites to that adimission—doncessions 
in violation of the act of cession by Georgia. and in Opposition to the Constitution of the 
United States. The thirteen old States had, as already shewn, the undout ted right to 
the soil; but the act for the admission of Alabama into the Union, required that (his State 

*should disclaim all right and title (o the waste lands within her territory. With this re- 

~ striction imposed upon her, if binding on the Siate, could Alabama be said to have been 
admitted into the Union ia accordance with either the Constitution or the act of cession 
by Georgia? Previous to Alabama’s acquiring 60,000 free inhabitants, the title of the 
soil was vested in the General Government in trust for the payment of thie expenses in- 
curred by the purchase from Georgia, and for the State, when she should throw off the . 
shackles of territorial dependence. The moment Alabama was,adinitted into the Union, 
all right of the Government as trustee in the soil ceased; and (hat rght, under the Cons 
stitution, became vested in the State government.” The first part of the condition as trus- 
tee, “the defraying the expenses incurred by the purchase,” has béen accomplished ; the | 
latter part, however, of the trust, conveying the lands to the State government, has not | 
been complied with. 

Your Committee would not be understood to intimate, that this Slate has not been ad- 
mitted into (he Unjon as a free, sovereign, aad independent Slate. All they intend is, 
that Congress, in the act of admission, made requirements in violation of the Constitu- 
tion; but which, being unconstitutional, are consequeatly null and void; and that the 
act, so far as it follows the Constitution, is binding. The Government of the United 
States was formed for special purposes; and not havid acquired the right of soil, in op- 

~ position to the old States, could not acquire it by gift, grant, or purchase from the new 
States. The State of Georgia could not have conveyed to the Government a fee simple 
title in the soil, for that would be depriving the State to be‘formed. of one of the attri- 
butes of sovereignty; neither can the State convey this title. A State cannot commit 
suicide,~in other words, it cannot give or contract away any quality by which ijs sove- 
reignty would be destroyed. It can legally do nothing which would interfere with the 
Constitutional rights of the citizens. Nor can the General Government acquire this 
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ight, by the passage of laws at the time of the. territorial govern ent; for that would 


be the creating a power for its own benefit in opposition to the Co stitution, and to the 
destruction of the condition of cession. ` 

But, it is argued, that the condition for the admission of this State into the Union, 
was the cession of the waste lands; and that the Convention accepted of the condition, 
We have shewn,| that the State could not convey, and the necessar consequence is, the 
General Government could not accept. But suppose the State copld convey, can Con- 
gress now exact that which was unconstitutionally demanded and gbtained, If the State; 
at the time of ifs admission, was entitled to be so without the condition, is the uncon- 
slilutional exaction by Congress jo be binding on the State? Or, to illustrate the pro- 
position, suppose Congress had conditioned, as a prerequisite to|the State's admission, 
that all negroes should be emancipated, and the Convention had ccepted of the condi- 
tion, Will any one contend that the condition would be binding? | If it would not, how 
can it be contended, that the present condition in relation to the ldnds is so? Your Com- 
mittee are, therefore, of the opinion, that, inasmuch as the General Government did not 
acquire the right of soil bs the Revolution, and could not after the adoption of the Con- 
stitution, that the act for the admission of Alabama into the Union is good and valid, ex- 
cept that part which requires the cession by this State of the PAi lands; and that that 
part of it is null and void, and of no effect. Therefore, i

That they bave been engaged in the performance uf the duties assigned them, since 
the period of their appointment to the present time; and although much timẹ has elapsed 
since the commencemèat of their labors, yet from the multiplicity of their duties as 
members, it was not to be expected that their undivided attentibn could be deyotedto the

examinatioa of the Bank, 7 i 

Your committee caused the state of the Bank to be made up to include the 18th Decem- 
ber, 1830, and find that the Bank is liable for the amount of hotes in circulation in the 
sum of six hundred and sixty-one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five dollars, and to 
the amount of individual deposites, in the sum of three huadr dand. sixty-six _ thousand ` 
nine bundred and ninety-two dollars and thirty-two and a quarter cents. This item,how- - 
ever, is composed of the following sums, viz: Tennessee (anal Fund, amouñting to 
- $142,239 81; interest on the Three Per Cent Pund, $10,182 60; Revenue Fund, be- 
ing an annual dividend declared on the 9th November; 1830, of $30,293 76; interest on 
the Seat of Government Fuad, of $6,900 75; State Treasurer, $52,916 75; University 
Fund and Agent, of $38,573 04; and individual deposits, about’ ‘one third of which is 
partial payments da netes which fall due Ist and 4th o $85,935 521-4. The 
Bank is also liable for the sum of $6,056 29, due other Banks for collections made for 
them, which makes the Bank accountable for the sum of $1,034,923 61 1-4, exclusive of 
the capital stock ; ànd to meet this súm the Bank possesses, in specie, $98,163 60 1-4; 
in notes of-the United States-and other solvent Banks, :the sum of $178,188. There is 
also due from otber Banksin account with ‘this, the sum of rig to 02. - The Bank al- 


so possesses, in Bifls of Exchange, all’of which fall due prior to Ist April, the sum of 
$452,041 35, and in potes discounted and all du on Ist atid 4th January, the sum of 
$700,289 22, which amounts to the sum of $1.634,839 -22 1-4, exhibiting a most pros- 
perous and flattering result of‘the operation of tie Bank since the last annyal examina- 
tion, and which is more Tully explained in the adnexed statement, marked (A,) by which 
statement it will also be seen that the Badls has realized, since the 8th January, 1830, as 
profits, the sum of $63,859 58, s ' 

The attention of your committée hag been drawn to the solyency of the debtors of the 
Bank ; and io order to ascertain more fully the condition of each individual whose name 
appears on any note due the Baul, the committee invited the attendance of the delegation 
from each county, and submitted far their examination and inspection, a list of the notes 
from their respective counties; and the result. of this examination proves that there is 
due the Bank, of duubtful debts; $6,065, and of bad debts the sum of $16,666 00, as will 
be more fully explained by statement (B.) It is, however, due to the Board of Directors, ` 
to state {hat the amount due trom Jackson county, as well as} sume other counties, has 
been due tjs Bank several years. It is believed that a portion of the sums now reported 
as bad, and doubtful, will yet be recovered; and-from the cautious manner in which dis- 
counts have been made wifhin the last two years, that a similar result will not again 
occur. Upon an examination of the blank paper belonging to this institution. your com- 
mittee’s attention bas been called to the settlement made by iá committce of the Board of 
Directors with the late Cashier, in which they baye seen that a defieit of two hundred 
and one impressions of blank post notes was reported by said committee, and could not 
be accounted for. It is believed by some of the gentlemen who examined the Bank last 
year, that these blank bills were then in their place. Your committee,however, deem- 
ed it proper to have an interview with the Basrd of Directors on this subject, and invited 
the attenddoce of the Board, From all the answers given by the Board, as well as indi- 
vidual members of their committee, the loss of the paper cannot be accounted for. It is, 
however, ascertained, that it has never, been the habit of the committees of the Board of 
Directors, jin their monthly examinations, to count the blank paper; and the first know- 
ledge they/had of its absence was made known by the committee who was Fa ta to 
receive from .the late Cashiér, the books, papers, cash, andtather effects.of the Bank.— 
As soon as'it was known, the Board took the necessary steps fo prevent imposition on the 
public, by withdrawing from circulation all post notes of this Bank; and it is believed 
no injury can be sustained by the Bank by its loss. In continuing the examination of 
the blank paper, one impression of Qnes, Pwos, and Threes were missing. That, bow- 
ever, has teen accounted for by the Cashier’s stating it was ‘as destroyed by the 
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mice. They also fiad one impression of ‘Tens ang Twentys missing; and in ileu of that 

find among the Fiftys and Hundreds cne impression too many; y hich induces your com. 
mittce to believe a mistake must have originated with the engraver, and that he sentone 
impression of Fiftys end Flendreds in lien of the Pens and Twentys. In otder that tu. 
ture commitiees may have a more aceurate knowlecge af the amount of blank paper og 
hand, your committee hive not deemed if relevant to state in this report, that the Bank 
possesses, in blank paper, of the denomination of Fiftys and Handreds, 502 impressions, 
or sheets, of four notes each; of the denemination.ef Tens and Twentys, 7,704 ditto; of 
the denomination of Fives, 13,008 ditto ; of the denomination of Ones, Twos and Threes, 
18,942 ditto; and of post notes, 1,288 single impressions. i 

Your committee would recommend to the Board of Directors, tbat in all future exami- 
nations by the Board, the blank paper shouid claim some of their attention, Subsequent 
to the [8th alt. the day on which the State Bauk was made up, a material change has ta. 
ken place in the situation of the debts due the Bank. The notes then.due were $700,- 
289 22, and on the Ist inst. the umount due on nptes was reduced to the sum of $i 29.881

Whereas, much excitement aad mach difference of opinion now exist throughaat 
the Union in regard to the constitutional powers-of Congress; and whereas, there 
is much reason to fear the present excitement will produce a result which every pa- 
triot, every lover of his country, shouid earnestly desire may never ensue, it is con- 
ceived that the legislative bodirs of earch State should give a firm and decided ex. 
pression of opinion on these momentous questions. Duly impressed wlth the im- 
portance of union among the different States, this Geaeral Assembly views with re- 
gret any course of conduct calculated to destroy that nnien, or create ulmecessary 
excitement throughout the Vaited States. The Constitution is of too boly a cha- 
racter to be approached without the purest intentions; and while the General Go- 
vernment shall covfiue itself to the exercise clone of those powers given to it, this 
Republie and the liberties of the people will exist for all time to come. Government 
was constituted for ihe bengfit and wellure of the people, and the powers delegat- 
ed to onr own are clear and well defined. Unwilling at all times that the powers 
of the Government should be eactoached epen, a scleam obligation is nevertheless 
imposed on te Representatives of the people to gnard with jealuys care the rights 
of the States.” ‘Phe subject which ought, at tls time, to claim the serious atten- 
tion of every lover of the Union, is the tendency of the Government towards a fiim 
consolidated National Government. That such is its present tendency, is the ra- 
tional and. well settled apprencision of the Southern States. Perceiving that Con- 
gress claims and exercises powers never contemplated by the framers of the Con- 
stitution, they are alarmed, as in the integsity and sovereigety of the different States 
consist then own salty. Disunion they view as (he worst calaniily that could be 
inflicted on the countrys and they stand ready armed at all times to oppose any 
such resolt. Firat the Federal Goverament is the exclusive judge of the extent as 
well as the Hinitatiuns of its own powers, is a doctrine utterly subyersive of the so- 
vereignty and independence of the States. That the Supreme Court is the judge of 
the powers of Cosgress, is also a ductiine that canuot be sanctioned by this Gene- 
tal Assembly. , 

In the resolutions of Virginia aud Kentucky, adopted in 1798, this General As- 
sembly fully coincides, and especially in the following sentiments : 

‘ The General Assembly doth explicitly aud peremptorily declare, that it views 
the powers of the Federat Government, as resulting from the compact to which the 
States are parties, as limited Ly the plain sense and intent’on of the lust:ument con-| 
Stituting that compact, as bo further valid than they are authorized by- the grants 
enumerated in that compact; eud, that incase cf a deliberate, palpable, asd dan- 
gerous exercise of other power vot granted by the compact, the States, who are 
parties thereto, have the right, and are in duty bound, to interpose, for arresting 
the progress of the evil, and for maintaining within Mhcir respective limits the ao- 
ahorities, rights and liberties appertaining te them. ‘Phat if those who administer 
the General Government be peimitted to uansgress the limits fixed by that compact, 
by a.totel disregaid to the special ddlegatien of pawer therein contained, an anpihi- 
lation of State Governments, and the erecion.upon the ruins, of a general cunso- 
idated Government will be the inevitable consequence. That the principles of 
construction contendéd for by some of the Stgie Legislatures, that the General Go- 
vernment is the exclusive judge of the extent of the’ powers delegated to it, stop 
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` Wothiiig shor: ‘of despotism’; since the discretion of these who administer the -Go-

The Board of Trustees further report, that a minute detail of all the transactions of 
the Board can be better understood by a reference to their journal, to an examination of 
which they respectfully invite your honorable body. At the same time, they deem it in- 
cumbeut on them to give a brief abstract of the subjects s4ich bave occupied their at- 
tention, or afforded maller for deliberation, since their lasi Annual Report, Early in 
the past year, the Building Committee, with the assistance of the superintendent, en- 
tered into contracts with different individuals, for the completion of the seveial coliegi- 
ate buildings, (except the Rotunda,) all of which contracts bave been severally comphed 
with, During the present session of the Board, contracts have been let for the compie- 
tion of the Rotunda, and for enclosing the grounds around the buildings, the whole 

“to be completed before the first day of May next. Fora more explicit account of the 
transactions of the Building Committee, we would respectfully refer you to their Report, 
hereto annexed. 

Tbe University edifices are now ready for the reception of students; and the Board 
confidently expect, at no distant day, to see them crowded to overflowing, and the whole 
in successful operation. 5 

At the last annual meeting of the Board, an eloction was had for a President, and 
Professors for the institution; with the%ysult of which you have already been apprized. 
The gentlemen selected to fill the different chairs, were at an early period notified of 
their respective appointments; and requested to signify their wi-lingoess or unwillingness 
to accept of the chairs to which thty had been elected. Dr Saltonstall, Professor of 
Mathematics, and Dr Wallis, Professor of Moral Philosophy, accepted; and Dr Linds- 
ley,:the President, and Mr Hooper, Professor of Languages, declined. During the last 
summer, Dr King, who had been made Adjunct Professor of Chemistry, departed this 
life. By his death a vacancy has been created, which the Board do not deem it expe- 
dient at this time to fill. Ia order to fil it tothe greatest possible advantage to the in- 
terests of the University, the vacancies occasioned by the refusal of Dr Lindsley 
and Mr Hooper to accept the chairs which they had been elected to; and to ensure the 
appointment of asuitable and well qualified person to preside over the institution, and 
control and direct its infant energies, a member of this Board (Mr J. G. Birney, of 
Huntrville) was appointed to visit the literary institutions of the northern and eastern 
States, and ascertain from themselves what distioguished Professors would be willing to 
attach themselves to the rising fortunes of our University. Mr Birney, in obedience to 
his instructions, proceeded to the North, and discharged, to the entire satisfaction of 
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the Board, the duties attendant upon his mission. Early in the present session of the 
Board, they went into an election to-fill the vacancies before-mentioned s when Dr Alva 
Woods, President of the Transylvania University, was chosen Pro'essor of Moral Pbi- 
losophy, and President of the institution; and Mr T. Wilder, of Virginia, P:ofessor of 
Ancient Languages. The Board possess ample surety, in the distinguished literary and 
scientific reputation of these gentlemen, that all wijl be done which zealous devotion 
and well cultivated talents of the highest order can effect, to, place the Wniversity of 
Alabama on that lofty eminence which they fondly hope it is destined to occupy among 
the literary institutions of cur country. Impressed with a belief of its great utility and 
importance, the Board have taken measures to form a Museum for the University; and 
for that purpose have employed Mr M*Millan, a Naturalist, to' collect and prepare spe- 
cimens of natural history. The same individual has, also, undertaken to collect such 
antiquities of this State as may come within his knowledge. In this way, not only the 
natural history of our own country may be collected in a few years. but, by a system of 
exchanges with foreign institutions, many valuable specimens will be obtained from 


thence. This undertaking has already been commenced, and a considerable number of 


specimens prepared, which are now at the institution. We confidently hope, that the 


of natural history or antiquities which may fall within their reach. 


` public will assist our views in wh matter, by sending to the Universily any specimens 


The Board do not deem it necessary or proper, at this time,' to advert to the calls for 
relief that have been made upon them at various times by the purchasers of University 
lands; or of their project for the admission to the University, of a certam number of 
charity students annually, from each county, to be educated free of all expense; as your 
honorable body is already fully in possession of the views of the Board in relation to 
these very interesting topics. 

The Board of Trustees would be doing violence to their own feelings, and manifest 
an unpardonable indifference to the important trust delegated to them, were they at this 
time to refrain from indulging ia a few reflections on the flattering prospects of our infant 
institution, and oa the great moral influence it is destined to exercise over our State. 

The period is rapidly approaching when its advantages will be felt and seen iu our 
Legislative Halls, atthe Bar, on the Bench, and in the Pulpitt With buildings erected 
on a scale commensurate with its means, which, for convenience of arrangement, purity 
and chasteness of design, will not suffer by a comparison with similar edifices in any 
part of the Union. Amply endowed by the munificence of the General Government, 
with a President and Protessors whose present reputation bespeak their future zeal and 
ability, what may we not reasonably expect from this child of our hopes? The sun of 
science will soon be seen rising in the wilderness, darting his rays through the forest to 
every cottage; and with their genial warmth, dissipating the clouds of ignorance and 
prejudice which bave so long overshadowed and darkened the face of our land. The 
streams of learning which will flow from this fountain of knowledge, are nct to be mo- 
nopolized and engrossed by the privileged few, to the exclusién of the many. 

By a wise legislative provision, it is mtended for the general good, to infuse new life 
and vigor through the moral and political body. The friendless and unprotected child 
of genius and misfortune, will here drink at the Castalian fount. with the pampered sons 
of luxury and affluence. It wouid be an act of presumption iy the Board, (nor is it here 
intended,) to attempt to adduce any new argumenit in favour pf the system projected for 
the admission and education of those, the narrowness of whose means would otherwise 
exclude them for ever from the benefits of education. The ‘superior blessings and ad- 
vantages of an enlarged an liberal education, none wisl have the hardihood, in this age 
of improvement, to doubt or deny. And upon the general diffusion of knowledge through 
the great mass of the population, will, in all ages and in all countries, depend, in no 
small degree. the health and vigor of the body politic. The more you improve and en- 
lighten the public mind, the more secure you render it against insideous and inflammatory 
machinations of the factious demagogue. | sep or 

Convinced of the truth of these remarks, would we be acting in good faith towards 
those who have placed us upon the watchtower of the State, that we should, with a vigi- 
lant and unsleeping eye, guard their rights and liberties, if we neglected to provide for 
the general body of the people the means of obtaining that!information by which those 
rights and liberties are secured and protected? The indiscriminate saving of money is 
neither wisdom nor economy. There are other gods more, worthy of adoration than 
Mammon. ‘There are cases when expenditure itself is economy. Who weuld applaud 
the wisdom of that commander who, when a fortress is about: to be besieged, should pro- 
vide neither ammunition nor provisions, lest they should cest money? How wise would 
be the conduct of that Government which should neglect to provide those advantages 
the improvements of the age afford; which should neglect to place its country, in science 
or in arts, in peace as well as in war, upon an equality with all surrounding or with all 
rival nations? Measures, however purely pacific or intellectual—measures calculated 
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te enrol our citizens among the benefactors of human sociely, among those who bave 
improved and elevated the human mind. seem gercrallv to te the obj: c-s of vigilance and 
suspicion, cautiously invesbgated, slowly adopted. Hew readily have milhons been 
Javished by almost every nation, every ferm of goverrmert. to desolate and destroy ! 
How reluctantly have thousands, we might say bund-eds, been given to secure 1} ose 
acquisitions far more impor‘act then foreign conquests or military triumph-—those prin- 
cirles which ean alone render corquest o triumph of eny vatue! For. whit crewtes 
national hapninese? what constitutes patienal glory? Is j! the mere exertions of pt ysi- 
eal force; the strugples of the animal man; the waste of tuman hfe? Alas! if tbese 
are the elements of glory, wht famaile ot the savage Indian, what horde of the wander- 
ing Tartar. what tribe of the children of Ismael, what kral or village of the Hotentot 

_or the Ethiope, would rot be ilumised by its herp ? Win bas mun been found, ard 
permitte l regulated passions, tempered ambition | ard imtellectual dictates to guide his 
footsteps? And it is only in proportion as these powers whr b distirguish him rom the 
rest of the animal creatis n are exercised, that he manifests his high station, shat he as- 
sumes the rank allotted to bim in the scale of creanon It is 1aticnal, not physical man, 
that guides, and governs, and elevates, and dgnifies the buman race. 11 1s rational, 
not physical, that aspires to Heaven, .

_ breathings of poetry, the speculations of philosophy, the martial deeds of themselves, 
of their ancestors. and compatriots: ‘sages who extended the ; owers of the human intel- 
ject, and threw a shadows. yet enduring halo of glory around their country. that endears 
her name, her lJangusge, her, fortunes, even to the present hour. How greatly. then, 
should we feel indebted to those who having the means, almost the destinies of the

` or temporary feelings, give to their country those mstitutions necessary for the intellec- 
tual improvement of her citizens; give lo the noing geuarattons 4hose advantages which 
may make them worthy of their country. These are henefactions which posterity shall 
acknowledge. These are the acts which shall give to national character that fusire no 
other services can bestow: will give to patriotism these motives for inculcating the love 
cf country, which patriotism mav be proud to empl: y. 

Neither let it be said, that chose aids have not been hitherto required to raise up illus-

And no one d ubts that their effects would have 
een greater, their influence more beneficial. if their sphere of ob-ervation had been 
more extended; if such miads had been permitted to enlarge and correct their own views 
by the examples ani recorded wisdom of kindr d spi-its. o. 

But in knowledge which consists in the accumulation of observations, opinions, and 
facts, who can travel through-the moze of serence una‘ded and alone ? who can dispense 
with the labours of those who have prec: ded him ? who could take up, asan unkoown, 
unstadied book, the great volume of nature, and acquire is the term of human lite even 
an imperfect reading? What strength of mind, what sagecitv, can compensate the 
want of collateral assistance? Whar architect-can bui d without mater als, 

The time. the talents of thousands bave been for ages devoted to science. We should 
be acquainted with all their discoveries; we shoud ibe place! upon the same elevated 
level with our contemporaries, before we can join advantageousiy or fairls ip their efforts, 

and become comaanions in their triumphs; befare we can acs vrately determire what 
portions of the great fabric of science are imperfect or defective; what portions invite 
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our research; in what sections exertions ard altention are wanting; when that would 
be superflucus. In these lahe urs the lofiy and aspiring mind of} ma: «lights to engage, 
whether ~timulated bv inte est or curosuy, cr excited by an ardpnt desire to lock beyond 
-hinself; to und: rstand the | ws and arrangements of that system 10 which te fines toms

If a rigid and an inflexible enforcement 
of the rules of this House, and the laws which govern deliberative as- 
semblies, has given momentary displeasure to one of you, an apology, I 
hope, will be found in the anxious solicitude which I have felt for the des- 
patch of business, and for the character and dignity of this body. I have 
endeavored to a: oid giving just cause of offence to any ; but I must say, 
that, without regard to consequences, I have endeavored to discharg-. 
my duty. |

We are now about to separate, some of us for a time, many of us, 
doubtless, forever.

Accept, gentlemen, my prayers for your sa'e and speedy arrival to the 
bosom of your families. May you find them contented and happy; and 
may those for whom you have here acted, reward the exertions you have 
made forthe promotion of their interest and the security of their rights, 
with a rem wal of increase! confidence aad esteem,
